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JEWRY'S BID FOR UNITY 


B’nai B’rith Raided 

Tborc U a guilele«;s simplicity about certain aspects of the 
National Socialist Movement in Germany that we usually find 
endearing when it is exhibited by children. It consists largely 
in an a-moral assumption of rightness and it is displayed daily 
in speech and act. It was glaringly exemplified last week by 
the VOELKISCHER Beobachter, the official Governmental 
newspaper, which published an article signed ** R. W.” on 
How the London Nazi Organisation was Formed,” We give 
below a full translation of the significant sections ot the article. 
The author set otit on his mission to England on August 31st, 
3981, and suc 4 .^eeded in forming a Nazi group by the end of that 
year. That group is apparently still at work and the details of 
where and with whose help it was formed are therefore of con- 
eidenible signifieanoo. 

” I had promised my troop-leader that 1 would continue to serve 
the movement abroad. 'Was there a local group? Were there 
many Germans?' 1 began by asking myself, for I knew absolutely 
■wthing, and it s eemedlimpossible^for rae tO“find "someoii^ 1 
giant city (LondonV who codld advise and help me. 

" In this mood, 1 received from the Foreign Department in 
Hamburg, to whom I had offered my collaboration, the address of 
Dr. Thost, the correspondent of the Voelkischbr Beobachter. Now, 
at least, 1 had a start, \yith some difficulty, 1 managed to find Party 
Comrade Dr. Thost and have a talk with that busy nmn. Unlortu- 
aately the prospects were, according to him, not exactly glowing. 
'There are few <Jermans heie who show any interest, and the young 
people only come here for short periods.' So my plan of formiug a 
group, made with youthful ardour, seemed to bave collapsed. 'But 
still, you must have a try,' 1 thought. 

" lu the meantime, I had found work and so W'as free, of one 
worry at least. Now I could set about my with all my strength! 
The next business was to get^o know Germiis and -wia- tbem over.- 
-I was always armed wltE'the Party badge and the VoblkisCrer 
BboBachter, and So got to know like inind^ persons on the Under; 
ground, op trams and in restaurants. Eyary Wednesday 1 made 
them come with me to the English Fascists dn Craven Street, whom 
Dr. Thost had brought to my notice. . . ! ' The English Fascists 
treated ns as guests and made ns welcome. In particular, an Engjishr 
man named Norman Holliday was subsegueptly .a good friend and 

adviser to me. .. . ^

. ” Our group meanwhile made great strides.. .. We had foinaj^d 
the group at the end of October and by the beginning of Noveitihcr 
we already had a speaker from Hamburg in London on business, as 
a gqrst... One Tuesday 1 hod a telegram that Party-Comrade Luuge 
would be in London on the Wednesday. . . . We.bad all gathered 
together, but,at ten o'clock , he had not arrived, bat on the otlier 
hand, Mr. Bainuel Bennet, a Jewish joarnalist. hononred ns with 
his-presence. But be was of no use to ns. At lost oor speaker came 
and a load, dropped off Any mind. .... 

” As Dr. Thost was perpetually inaccessible, I asked Dr. 
Neumann to take over the Leadership of the jrr oiim— 
Party~Conrrad6 Neumann was an official at the Oerman Bmbassv. ii« 
took over the leadership of the group in spite of possible conse 
qnences, and did great service to the movement* ^ 

' From then, things went rapidly forward; our group bad 
then eighty members. By the end of the year, after three moutluj. 
We had one hundred members. . . . Christmas^ with a Germ an 
Christmas tree at our home in Cleveland Square^ the Sunday nit'ot. 
ings and the discussion evenings, all helped to prepare the spirii of 
the group, composed almost entirely of young members, for the 
tasks of the following yeai*, the year of struggle, 1982.” 

Tha. Saar, Upper iflasla and Dantlg 

Here, unfortunately, the article ends, but Germany's other om- 
posts are not being neglected, and news comes'from the Saar timt* 
Herr von Papen, the German Vice-Chancellor, hsM- i^pealed to the 
Jews there in his capacity as the Minister respcmsible for the plebif^- 
cite, that they should vote for the. return of the Saar to^Oerm^r, 
assuring them that if it again becomes German territory, it will be 
exempted from the race principle, and Jewish and other non-Aiyau 
officials will retain their positidna The Paris press comments that 
Germany must have little hope of carrying plebiscite if the 
Government finds it necessary to appeal to the Jews for help. 

It would be strange if Von Papen's aunranee were takru 
seriously, in view of the situatian in German Upper Silesia, wheic 
the Jews are being discriminated against, aUhougta they have thoie 
not merely a promise, but the definite protection of an Internatioimj - 
Convention. The League of Nations Permanent Mixed Commission 
for Upper Silesia, now meeting at Kattowice under the Chairmanship 
of its President, Mr. Felix Calonder, has received a tramber ot 
fresh complaints from residents alleging anti-Jewlshdiserimination. 
The complaints deal particularly with the boycott of Jews by the 
authorities, and the prohibition of Sbechita. 'l%e Oerman GoVeni- 
ment has withdrawn both i^ members of-the Cmnmission aii<) 
replaced them by National Socialists. . -

I official attempt to curb the anti-Semitism within its borders. Itha^ 
issued an order prohibiting the boycott of Jews and iiiterforen<’>'‘ 
with the business enterprises of non-Aryans. The President ot thr 
Senate, Dr. Rauchning, addressed a University gathering In Kiel 
recently, and said: "Danzig is a free State and-is-bound*by tb*: 
national minority protection provisions of the Treaty of Versi^ee. 
The provisions for the protection of minorities must-be carried out 
exactly, without any distinction of race or religion.” It is also 
reported that the Danzig 4'iovernment is to open a school for Jewish 
children on April Ist. 

The Lithuanian Ministi 7 of Foreign Affairs has expressed to the 
German Government iU protest against the iqppliootion of the Aryan 
Paragraph to Lithuanian citizens-living in Germany. *€bses are 
cited,o.f boycott activities directed against Jews who.are Lithuanian 
subjects. . . • .
